HAIFA. — 
INANCE ‘Minister Pinhas Sapir 
is to ask the Knesset to double 
‘the 70-year concession which the 
British Hign Commissioner granted 
the Consolidated Refineries here in 
1938. He wil table the proposal at 
the request of the Israel Corporation 
which fs to acquire a 26 per cent 
interest in the lucrative enterprise. 

The οἱ concession, granted 
to the British-owned Anglo-iranian 
Oil Company and later passed to 
Consolidated Refineries, allowed far- 
reaching privileges without regard 
for the interest of the population. 
The concession exempted the enter- 
prise from taxes to the local δὺ- 
thority or the State, from customs 
duty, from peying right ΟΣ of way for 
Its installations, and also granted 
other benefits. ” making the plant 
virtually extra-territorial. 

However, since the purchase of 
the plant from the British owners 
by the Israel Government in 1958, 
when its name was changed to 
Haifa Refineries Limited, the privi- 
ieges were gradually dismantied in 
practice, though not in law. The 
company's General Manager, Avig- 
dor Bartel, explained to me on 
Monday that the Refineries had long 
ceased to take advantage of the 
full set of origina) privileges and 
in most were in the posi- 
tion of any other commercial en- 
terprise, For instance, the company 
was now paying income tax as well 
as customs: duty on its imports, 
except for certain specific technical 
items which were of no value on the 
local market. 


Cheap land 


Another priviege was the right 
to purchase land at nominal 
rates. In Haifa, Mr, Bartel explain- 
ed, no land had been or would be 
needed. When buying land at Ash- 
dod for the new refinery being 
built there, the company waived the 
privilege and paid what the Na- 
tional Lands Authority regarded as 
Β fair price. The refineries 8180 
pay local rates, and Mayor Moshe 
Flieman told The Jerusalem Post 
that the rate was based om a cer- 
tain of turnover, The 
enterprise is, however, exempt from 
local building regulations (the late 
mayor Abba Khoushi commented 
angrily on several occasions that 
“these colonial-style regulations” 
were being upheld by the Israel 
Government). 

Mr. Bartel said that the foreign 
shareholders of the Israel Corpora- 
tion bad insisted on a substantial 
extension. of the concession as the 
expiry of the original (mandatory)

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WIVES OF WORTH 


Mz has been heard about the 

Jewish mother bot the Amer- 
lean Jewish wife has now come 
to the surface in a book of that 
mame by Gwen G., Schwartz and 
Berbara Wyden. 

The work ts based on a “repre- 
sentative national sample of 200 
Jewish wives in depth” (one knows 
just how misleading such a sample 
can be —— but never mind, the 
story remains entertaining). A 
matching sample of 200 non-Jew- 
ish nelghbours were interviewed for 
comparison. Some of the conclu- 
sions Lave been summarized in the 
“Jewish Digest.” Among the general 
conclusions are: Jewish husbands and 
wives have better working rela- 
tlonships than non-Jewish couples; 
Jewish wivea are less materialistic 
than gentile wives; Jewish wives 
have a ‘surprisingly strong sense 
of Jewishness. 

Among the Jewish wives’ vital 
Statistics were ¢he following: when 
husbands went on business trips, 
40 per cent of the non-Jewish wives 
telephoned them every day as 
against 60 per cent of the Jewish 
wives. When the couples talked in 
Private the most discussed subject 
‘was the husbands’ business for ΤῸ 
per cent of the Jewish wives, but 
only 57 per cent for the non- 
Jews. 

Jewish couples spend relatively 
tittle time apart, Fifteen per cent 
of the non-Jewish wives against 
20 per cent of the Jewish sald 


they sometimes went on non-busi-° 


ness trips without their husbands. 
When Jewish wives were asked, “In 
case of fire, with everybody safe, 
what would you rescue?” only one 
Bave priority to jewellery and a 
mink stole; and this was a 20- 
year-old newly-wed who possessed 
neither. 

Relations with mothers-in-law were 
generally tense, They were describ- 
εὖ as “pushy,” “domineering,” "ma- 
triarchal” and “queenbees," and run- 
ins were described like heavy- 
weight bouts. But none suggested 
@ break — and none ceased their 
frequent visita. Not surprisingly, 
Jewish wives in turn kept in close 
touch with thelr children after they 
were married. The majority felt 
that parents should see a married 
child at least once a week. 

Three-quarters of the. Jewish 
wives — as against 43 per cent 
of the non-Jews — said they would 
not be comfortable living in a com- 
munity where there were almost no 
people of the same religton. Jewish 
wives always felt sensitive mixing 
with gentiles when they must al- 
ways act, and look their best. They 
gave this ag the reason why almost 
bhatt the Jewish women — ag 
against only 16 per cent of the 


non-Jewish — went to the hair- 
Gresser at least once a week 
Three times as many Jewish 
wives as Christian wives never at- 
tend religious services. But the 
Jewish wives were in almost unani- 
T™aous agreement that religious train- 
iag was essential for their children, 
and most felt that parents should 
belong to a synagogue while their 
children were growing up. Asked 
about possible professions Tor their 
children, five non-Jews proposed as- 
tronauts — but πὸ Jewish mother 
selected that occupation. Among 
Professions for daughters, nursing 
came second’ among the non-Jews 
but last for the Jews. And ag for 
qualifications for a daughter-in-law, 
Jewish mothers prominently listed 
“seuge of humour” -- which none 
of the non-Jews thought of. 


Jewish Women’s Lib 


MEANware that intrepid cru- 
sader Trude Weiss-Rosmarin 
has been writing in her “Jewish 
Spectator" about the “Unfreedom 
of Jewish Women.” She warns first 
that equality must not be confused 
with selfsameness — and points out 
that this confusion is at the root 
of the dilemma of the modern Jew. 
It is also a confusion that befuddles 
the Feminist Movement, 

She feels that the real challenge 
of Women's Liberation is not tek- 
ing women our of the home but 
emancipating the home-maker as 
home-maker and housewtfe by he- 
stowing dignity upon her work, 
imstead of derogating it as do most 
men and “creative women.” 


Jewish women, she writes, are 


especiaHy dlecriminated against by 
male-made laws because Jewish 
law is revered as divinely revealed 
and thus beyond change. Despite 
attempts at reinterpretation, this 
can only be done within a given 
framework, and therefore the basic 
conviction of woman ‘being the 
possession of man still prevails in 
Jewish legal theory and prac- 
tice — even in Conservative Juda- 
bm. 

She describes some of the fami- 
liar complaints regarding the in- 
ferlor status of the womaz in Jew- 
ish law. (“Asked once to comment 
On "The Position of Women in Jew- 
ish Life,’ i ventured the reply ‘Su- 
pine’“). She rails against the wed- 
ding custom iby which the bride is 
“given awey” by one male (the fa- 
ther) to another (the groom). She 
becomes the legal possession of the 
Rusband, and only he can relin- 
quish the proprietors rights, 

Tt is true, she notes, that Juda- 
ism and Jewish law are “chival- 
rous” and rabbinic  litterature 
esbounds in tributes to the woman 
“οὗ valour. But Jewish Women’s Lib 
today is in no mood for chivalry 
— it wants legal equality,and Mrs. 
Wetss-Rosmarin unfurig her banner 
‘to lead this much-overdue cumpaign.

RELAXATION of the rules of 

apartheid et the top level of 
South African sport has given rise . 
to questions whether this is of 
any significance in the South African 
political scene, and whether it 
heralds any breakthrough by the 
Tiheral opponents of the Govern-

must start with the reminder that and

Thé main effect of apartheld, 
whatever its underlying purpose 
may be, is to maintgsin the non- 
white population as a source of 
cheap jabour, and # has been 
that very efficiently, When I left 
South Africa five years ago the 
disparity ‘between white and non- 
white wages, or between skilled 
and unskilled, was just about the 
highest in the world, In the goid 
t™mines ἃ white man earned as 1auch 
as ail the nine or ten black men 
working with him. In secondary in- 
dustry the disparity was not 90 
steep. Industry had to find tabour 


and was offering higher rates of 
pay. But even there the disparity 
was about six or seven to one. 
Since then there has been some 
inprovement, but it is stili accurate 
to say that the white South African 
is living on the work of the black 
and coloured workers. His standard 
of living is high, higher than in 
most other countries, because his 
wages are high.

The fundamental provision of 
apartheid goes back to the 1920s 
when the white trade unions fought 
a Ditter strike against its relaxation. 
They lost the strike but not the 
princtple, which lays down that a 
black or coloured man may not 
be employed in any skilled ‘work in 
the mines or in industry. This 
toeams in actual fact that a non- 
white youth cannot learn a skilled 
trade~because if he does, no one will 
employ him.

Looked at from this angie, the 
government's concession allowing 
non-whites to participate in inter- 
national sporting events makes very 
little difference.

Some- 
thing else must happen. . 

The question really is whether a 
convulsion or upheaval is inevitable 
in South Africa.

He is protected on all sides and 
belleves that in this way he is up- 
holding white civilisation in his 
part of the world. But civilisation 
has pever flourished under protec- 
tion.

— The “‘normai” life 
of a Jew in Israel today, unlike 
thet of a Jew In an observant 
community, does not include regu- 
lar organized prayer. That was the 


order banning the use of an apart- 
ment 85 a synagogue. 

The ruling, handed down April 28 
and published earlier this week, 
concerns Congregation Radzin-Kos- 
nits, whose members had organized 
services in an apartment at 36 
Rehov Bar-Kochbs here. A group 
of tenants in the bullding, acting 
through attorney Avraham Fishman, 
complained that the sound of the 
prayers disturbed them and, more- 
over, converting a residence into 
& synégogue constituted a violation 
of zoning regulations. 

In his ruling, Magistrate Lotan 
noted that “living, as we do, in a 
noisy, modern city (like Tel Aviv), 
makes the quiet in the privacy of 
one's home especialy important. .." 
While conceding that the Radzin- 
Kosnits congregation was not a big 
one, with large groups of worship- 
pers entering and leaving, he said 
that, vevertheless, the sounds of per- 
sons worshipping disturbed the other 
tenants’ rest and sleep. This was 
especially serious, he added, since 
the services are held on the Sab- 
bath, when the tenants at 56 Bar- 
Kochba want their rest.
